Government paying the entire
expense, At that time this road was
essoential to the development of the
country west of the Alleghanies, and
its construction by the Government
was justitied on ihat account. =
cost of repairing the road was not so|
casily obtained from the Government, |
and a proposition to collect such cost
from traffic over the road by means of
tolls wis vetoed by the President, on
the constitutional ground that it in-
posed duties on interstate iraltic, an
interpretation which would not now
be made. The doctrine of sovereignty
of the States prevented further ex-
penditures of this sort for many years.
The increasing power of the central
Government, and the insidious inth-
ence of such growths as the River and
Harbor bill, much of which is mev ey
an anuual raid upon the Treasury, have
worked together to rednce the objection
to Natioual expenditures for local pur-
poses,

The Government did not pay any
further attention to the question of
road construction until the establish-
ment of the office of I"ublic Road In-
quiry, about ten years ago. This office
is in line with many other divisions of
departments in the Government service
in securing and distributing informa-
tion regarding road building and muin-
tenance, educating the people in this
respect, and its appropriations are emi-
nently proper (-xp‘nditures ot public
money. But now comes the Browriow
bill, which goes further than any other
nmeasure in its application of National
funds to local uses. It makes no pre-
text of moting interstate commerce,
but pébposes to appropriate money for
roads on application of States, counties
or townships, only check upon the
character of the read to e improved
being the opinion of {he director of the
depariment. Its advoca(es point to tifey
river apd harbor and the public build-
ing appropriations as one reason for
the new raid upon the Treasury, say-
inz: “There are many rural districts
that have no.great rivers or great har-
bors or great cities which entitle them
to public buildings, but there is no
district but has many miles of public
! roads that need {o De permaunently im-
proved. Let the people ask for it and
they will receive the assistance which
they desire and deserve.”

As an additional argument they point
to the appropriations wmade tb Porto
Rico and the Philippines, thus: “It is
a remarkable faet that the Unired
States Government has already appro-
printed $1.0£0,000 to Porto Rico for
| road buildinz and another $1,000.000 to
the Philippine Islands: ani the Seere-
tary of War has just made an appeal
1o Congress through the President of
the United States, who strongly in-
dorses that appeal, to have $3.900.000
appropriated for the use of the I'hifip-
pine government.”

It is enerally recognized that these
rew depentlencies of the United States
must, for the present at least, be treat-
ed in a paternal manner similar in
theory to the treatment of the Indians,
and that, while special anpropriations
may very properly be made for feeding,
clothing. bousing and schooling In-
dians and Filipinos, and for local im-
provements which they are unable to
make a similar exhibition of paternal-
ism with reference to the States of the
Tnion should be strongly resented as
a reflection upon their ability and an
insult to State pride, as well as a vio-
lation of one of the fundamenta: prin-
ciples upon which the form of the
siijon of States is based.

It is hardly probabie that so serious
a departure from the unwritten con-
stitntion, even if it is not a vieiatlon
of the letter of the basis of our Gov-
ernment, will pass the representatives
of the prople in Congress assembled.

Gooill Roads in Honduras.

During the last yerr road building
has heen the chief feature of public
activity in Honduras. Because the
country has had no safe or convenient
highways, the interior districts have
beeu greatly retavded in their deveiop-
ment.

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CIHEESE BISCUIT.

SPICE PUDDING.

One-half enpful of granulated sugar,
lialf a cup of butter, one cupful of mo-
lasses, two teaspoonfuls of cinnaron
and one of cloves, one cup of boiling
water, in which Las been dissolved a
teaspoonful of baking powder. Beat
well together, then add two cunfuls of
flour, and, lastly, four well-beaten eggs.
Steam, and when done serve with an
egg sauce.

MAPLE CUSTARDS.

Beat five eggs until a spoonful can
pe lifted without stringing. Add one-
half cup of maple syrup, a saltspoonful
of salt, stir well, then add three cups
of milk and strain into a mould or in-
dividual cups. Wet the inside of the
cups with cold water. The hot water
in the pan in which the custards are
set to bake should not beil after baking
is begun. i

APPLE SHORTCAKES.

Make a paste as follows: Sift four
cupfuls of pastry flour and four tea-
spoonfuls of baking powder together
very thoroughly with two tablespoon-
fuls of powdered sugar and a balf
teaspoonful of salt. With the finger
tips work in a cup of butter and two
cups of milk. Roll out lightly without
touching it more than is necessary.
Bake fifteen minutes in a moderately
hot oven. When done, cut into indi-
vidual sizes with a biscnit cutter, split,
butter and spread each piece with a
strained apple sauce and serve with
whipped cream. These are very delic-
jous also when made with preserves or
any fresh crushed fruit. y
